A Nanos’s Hovser.—But it was something 
more substantialiy novel than I intended to 
make the burden of this letter when I com- 
menced to write. With the influence of the 
whele Americen consulate behind me, I was 
permitted the very rare privilege of passing 
over the famous Houqgua estate, one of the 
wealthiest and most imposing homesin this 
whole empire. More than this, [ was per- 
mitted to see the females in the various 
branches of the Houqua family, a privilege 
which, I was assured, was never before ac- 
corded a male foreigner. Think of that, ye 
envious American mashbers. Only one or two 
ladies have ever enjvyed this remarkabie 
favor, Mrs. Henry, the missionary’s wife, and 
a daughter of Rubert E. Lee being the most 
notable of the fortunate ones. The fact be- 
coming known that I wasa *'Melican newspa- 
per man,’’ and wouid probably never return 
to demand a repeti.ion of this supreme bliess- 
ing, it, together with the infiuenceof my cfli- 
cial companions, proved an open sesame to 
the mysterious inner circles, 

The elder Houqua died some forty year ago, 
suppused to be worth nearly a million of dol- 
lars for every year of bis life. His wealth is 
illustrated by the fact that when the English 
demanded a ransom of severs) million dollars 
for the city of Canton, about the time when 
they were hoiding the city, Mr. Houqua 
came forward and said: 

‘‘Permit me the happiness of donating $1,- 
000 000,”’ 

And the citizens cheerfully accorded him 
that jiberty. 

Of the sons, grandsons, and great grandsons 
now living on the estate (inciuding, of course, 
the servants, for in Chima the patriarchal sys- 
tem prevails, and servants are reckoned as 
members of the family) they are about 400 
persons; but the jiberal dimensions of the 
grounds does away with the supposition that 
the place is crowded 

For a time we sirojled about in the count- 
less courts and outer halls of the place, in 
order to give the family a chance to take cog- 
nizance of our presence. Everything was 
grand, massive, and gloomy; but not by any 
means pretty. The Chinese standard of 
beauty contemplates massive brick or granite 
walls, without any ornamentation, square 
furniture, and otherwise stiff-looking tand- 
scape features. The exception to this rule is 
in favor of the delicate carvings in wood and 
ivory which abound, and the floral displays 
which are frequentiy to be witnessed. I 
shall not attempt to give anytbing like a de- 
tailed account of the intensely interesting 
two hours which I spentin this megnificent 
establishment. 

Scon some intelligent looking boys of 14 or 
15 years of age joined us, introducing them- 
selves, and making themselves decidedly 
affable. 

We were escorted into a cherry orchard, 
where there were, perhaps, 100 trees of a Chi- 
nese variety of this fruit, all in full bloom. 
The odor from the bi.lowy burden of blos 
soms that hung on the boughs was so sweet 
that the air seemed to rise and fallin wavesof 
psrfume. The ground was literally white un- 
Cerneath with a carpet of failen petals. The 
effect of this sight on the 1ldcth of January, 
with the thermometer registering 75 degrees 
in tae shade, was such as to leave, I think, a 
lasting impression upon my mind. 

We next proceeded toa costly house which 
had been erected in honor of the attainment, 
by one of the sons, of the Kinjen degree. 
Tne son in question is now studying at Pekin. 
It will be seen that among rich and poor 
alike, education isa an absorbing pursuit 
with this celestial race. Near by was a watch- 
tower of granite, commanding an extensive 
view over the grounds, 

“In China, you know,’’ observed Mr. Nye, 
‘the rich are never safe from the incursions 
of those who would be lawless, and eighty 
men are stationed in this look-out ali tie 
time to see to it that no one purloins a child, 
a la the Charlie Ross affair, and then demand 
a ransom for it.”’ 

We now come to a series of lotus iakes. As 
it was not the right season of the year we did 
not see any of the sacred blossoms; and, in- 
deed, owing to the fact that it was ebb tide, 
30me of the points were actually filthy in ap- 
pearance. But we could judge irom photo- 
graplis Which hung on the walls what the 
principal of these lakes must be at the proper 
season of the year, when 5,000 or more of the 
matchiesss blussuims look Up i:Oin we Water 
atonetime. Out over iske were built 
summer houses that might aimost be cailed 
pretty from a foreign standpoint and which 
were certainly }uxuriani in all their appoint- 
ments. Atthe right season of the year the 
prospect irom these lakeside verandas must 
be charming indeed. In one place there was 
a purely Japanese p:vilion, filled with Japan- 
ese plants, just as we at home might havean 
apartment titted up a la Japanese. 

We now began to encounter representa- 
tives of the famiiy, who tlocked about us nu- 
merousiy and cordially remarked, ‘'Chin- 
ehin!’’ in greeting. They were the finest-and 
most cleanly louking Celestiails | have yet 
seen in China. 

Toe little tots focked about us, not at all 
afraid apparently, ceacbing out their cute 
little hands and piping the salutation, ‘‘Cnin- 
chin.”’ Their cleanliness made them the first 
naiive children | haveseen in China who were 
attractive. Some of them got hold of the 
plug hat of Mr Seymour, and, in great glee, 
began trving it on. 

We were pow shown into reception-rooms 
ad infinitum, all extravegantiy luxurious. 
On the tables were copies of Heng Kong na- 
tive dailies. Every few minutes the piloting 
young Hougua who spoke English woulda beg 
in the most earnest tones that we would 
overlook the confusion in which things were 
found, As the Chinese “New Year’ ap- 
proached the house was being cleaned from 
top to bottom, and scores of servants were at 
work washing all wood-work, including the 
chairs and sofas (with marble seats), and even 
the granite blocks. 

Noticing that few of the rooms. had more 
than three sides, I inquired the reason for 
this; whereupon the imperturbably comfort 
able heathen replied, ‘‘Chinaman no can ge 
cold.’’ The thermometer is occasionally de- 
pressed as low as forty degrees here in 
the coldest weather; but these cold blooded 
patives, like the Japanese, do not mind the 
exposure. We went into what, I suppose. 
might be called the picture gallery of the 
main mansion—-a room having on its walls 
the portraits of all the heads of the Houqua 
family. The painting was of course native

Clime.

Our reporter inan interview with Mr. R. 
H. Wright, a member of the enterprising 
firm of W. Duke, Sons &Co., who has re- 
cently returned from a tour around the 
worid, elicited the foliowing facts which we 
resent to our readers, as matters of interest; 
Mr. Wright says, that eighteen months ago 
he started on a business trip in the interest 
of W Duke, Sens & Co. Leaving New York 
be sailed for Liverpool, and after spending 
about three weeks in the domains of her 
British majesty,he passed over the channel to 
Belgium, visiting Antwerp and Brussels, 
thence to the gfoliowing places: Rotterdam, 
the Hague, Amsterdam, Bremen, Hamburg. 
Covenbagen, Gottenbrg, Christiana, Stock- 
holm, St Petersburg, Berlin, Leipsic, Dresden, 
Prague, Vienna, Munich, Frankfort,Cologne, 
and Paris, then back to London. 

From Londou he sailed for the Cape of 
Good Hope, Africa, calling en route at the 
Madeira isiands, a placeof resort for English 
consumptives, and also celebrated in years 
past for its excellent wines which acquired 
their finest flavor in our southern states 

The Christmas of 1882 was spent in southern 

.ifrica where much to his discomfort, he 
found the weather extremely hot, but was 
regaled by @the delicious fruits and vegeta- 
bles of the tropica! climate, 

American tovaccos were used there, but ex- 
ported chiefly from Eagland. As to civiliza- 
tion, the natives of the English colonies are 
beginning to learn the language and are mak- 
ing some advancement. But even in the 
most civilized portions, the Engiish, Datch, 
and native Katir languages are each so exten- 
sively used that an iuterpreter is found to be 
an absolute necessity. The dress in the Eng- 
lish colonies is similar tothat worn in the old 
country; but after leaving tie sea shore, and 
the large cities, it was curious to find that the 
inhabitants were quite independent of tail- 
ors, and follow the good old Adamice fashion. 
The men buy their wives at from five to ten 
bead of cattle, thé price being in proportion 
to COmelinéss and age, and the number ajlow- 
ed to each individual is only limited by the 
extent of his ranche. 

American goods, such as hardware, wagons, 
carriages, agricultural implements, cotton 
sheeting, etc,, are extensively sold through- 
out the colonies. From Africa, Mr. Wright 
sailed for Bombay, touching at Mauritius, an 
island, situated ,east of Madagascar,the prin- 
ciple city of whichis Port Louis, of eighty 
thousand inhabitants. It will be remwember- 
ed also that the island of Mauritius was tne 
home of the Dodo, an extinet bird of which 
naturalists have written so much. From 
Bombay, he crossed the empire of India, by 
reil to Calcutta, stopping at Jeypore, Deihi, 
the former the capital ot the Moguis, Luck- 
now, Cawnpore the scene of the terrible mas- 
sacre of English women and children during 
the mutiny. Agra, where may pe seen the 
celebrated ‘'I'xj’’ ors tomb of Nourmahal 
said to be the most beautiful piece of arch- 
tecture in the world; and Benares, cel- 
ebrated for its manufacture of 
silken stuffs and for its sacred apes. From 
Caicutta he proceeded to Ceylon, where for 
many ages have been found the finest pearls 
known to commerce, thence to Singapore, 
Java, the land of coffee, and on to Australia, 
via Torres strait,which separates New Guinea 
from the main land. The principal cities of 
New Zealand and Australia were visited in 
turn by Mr. Wright, and he also found time 
forashorttripinto theinterior of the coun- 
try. Ihe native Australan, who is very 
similar in appearance to the negro, is to the 
Knglish se'tiers what the North American 
lnagian has been tous, with the exception 
that he rossts and eats his victim instead of 
simply taking his scalp ‘and leaving the 
carcass. Takipga final leave of the British 
empire, Mr, Wright now turned his face 
homeward, and saiied for San Francisco, only 
stoppiug temporarily at Honolulu, the chief 
city of the Sandwich islands, which carries 
on an extensive trade with America. The 
trip Was a grand success, and Mr. Wright had 
the pleasure of introducing at many of the 
aforenamed places certain grades of tobacco 
and cigarettes of the firm which have already 
acquired 80 enviable a reputation 
in the United States. He states that the 
great difficulty is the tendency of tobaccos to 
decay in the warm and tropical climates and 
that he has seen much tobacco, utterly unfit 
for use. On being asked if :here was a reme- 
dy for this, Mr. W. replied that W. Duke, 
Sons & Co., had so prepared their cigarettes 
speciaily for these climates that they could 
alwaysinsure their safe keeping uand that 
there was no complaint, but a constant repe- 
tition of orders from these foreign markets. 
Duricg the eighteen months’ voyage, Mr. 
Wright saw only about six American flags on 
the high seas which, in his opinion, speaks 
rather poorly for usa maritime nation, and 
in his jadgment, itseems highly important 
that our pustofiice department sbould subsi- 
diza linesof steamers to run bi monthly or 
monthly to south Africa, Austraiian and 
Svuth American ports, thereby giving A meri- 
can Mauufacturers more frequent mail com- 
munications, and grea‘er sbipping facilities. 
It being a noted fact that all American mail 
matter as well as merchandise for south 
Africa must now go via. London, thereby 
incurring much unnecessary delay and ex- 
pense. 

In this connection be suggested that it 
might be well to state that the establishment 


of such subsidies would in no way augment. 


the burden of taxation, but they would soon 
be self-sustaining and bave most favorable 
ir fluence upon our mercantile and otber in- 
terests with foreign cuuutries which, but for 
the difficulties and delays ircident to the 
present circuitous mode of communication 
would use American goods much more freely. 
it muy be well to advert to a few sentiments 
volunteered by ourfriend upon certain ques- 
tious touchiog {which the pablic mind of 
America has of late been agitated: Referring 
to uhe abolition of the internal revenue tax 
upon Juxuries, such eastobacco and liquors, 
be states that the English tux upun leaf to- 
bacco is abvut 80 cents per pound, and $1.16 
upon the manufaciured article, and on I/1- 
quors about $3 50 per gallon, which C.eates 
such a volume of revenue as to en- 
able the government to relieve the 
masses of its people frota all taxation upon 
the principle necessaries of life. It isa mis- 
apprehension on the part of our tobacco 
growers Lo suppose that the revenue tax isa 
burden upon the producer or even upon the 
manufacturer. The weight of taxation falis 
at last upon the consumer, and if maintained 
for the support of the government must tend 
largely to relieve the necessity of taxation 
upon such articles as are indispensible to the 
comfort and welfare a the people. Mr. 
Wright informs us that the smoking tobacco 
trade of the firm has increasxd 50 per cent 

above last year's business, and the cigarette 

business 315 percent. Their pay roll in 1550 

was from four to five hundred dollars per 

month, whereas pow it reaches the enormvuus 

figure of $8,000.00 per month. They are now 

running in connection with their establish- 

ment a printing office for labels, and a 

sarge paper box factory, also several 

jarge warehouses for recuri.ig, 

ordering and storing leaf tobacco, used In 

their various brands, thereby enabijing them 

to get the very best article at bottom figures, 

saying all specuiators’ profits «nd thus plac- 

ing upon the market a cigarette which retails 

at from five to ten cents per package, supe- 

rior to any other which is sold at double the 

price. -Their rapid increase ia business 

necessitates their building at unce an addt- 

tional factory of brick, to contain forty 

thousand square feet of floor room, and which 

will r- quire an additional force of hundreds 

of opera ives. 

We cannot close this interesting commu- 
nication without an expression of profound 
admiration of the stupendous energy—which 
in afew sbort years of toil, backed by wis- 
dom, which may be deemed almost unpre- 
cedented, has made the firm name of W. 
Duke, Sons & Co., a power in the land, and 
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oy, which is the sure reward of honest twil.

Tae Potyeamovs Furcans.—Physiologi- 
cally the Fuegians, as shown by those at the 
Jardin d’Acclimation at Paris, are lees unlike 
our Own race than are the natives of Africa. 
Yet socially and intellectually they are vas'ly 
inferior toa Nubian, and must probably be 
considered as the remnant of an Ando-Peru- 
vian tribe, driven by the Patagonians into this 
inhospitable isiand. Deprived ofall resources, 
they have sunk in mind and morals, without 
perceptible alteration in physique. Their 
food is chiefly fish and mollusks. A Fuegian 
generally has two wives. These fish for him, 
row for him, dive for him, carry burdens for 
him, and in return are said to enjoy the felic- 
ity of being eaten as soon as they begin to 
grow old. The Fuegians, like the Australians, 
show their tenderness in this way, and juastif 
it by saying itisashame to waste so roger 
good nourishment. There is little that can 
be called parental or filial affection, still less 
friendship. Their language is a constantiy 
changing one, like that of most wild tribes 
that are without the art of writing, and their 
social state has not advanced sufficiently for 
the formation of tribes or the division of ter- 
ritory. A Faegian possesses only bis arms 
and the morsels of skin with which he occa- 
sionally covers the wiadward side of bis back.

THE STATE DEMOCRATIC COMM'‘TTEE 

We print this morning a call for a meeting 
of the state democratic committee on April 
Sth. 

It is to be hoped that each member ied 
consider it his duty to be presentat this meet- 
ing. The committee will na the day for 
the convention to nominate stace officers and 
to elect delegates to Chicago and present the 
manner of electing delegates. 

There seems to be a general impression that 
our state convention will be enough for both 
purposes, and it is probable that the commit- 
tee will so decide. The more work delegates 
have to do, the more careful the people wiil 
be in selectingthem. We throw out thissug- 
gestion simply that it may bediscussed before 
the meeting of the committee, and tne drift 
of public sentiment clearly ascertained. 


THE PUBLIC DBBT. 

Kight months of the fiscal year have elaps- 
ed, and the public debt has been reduced 68 
millions as against 103 millions in the cor- 
responding period of the preceding fiscal year. 
The revenue for the same period shows a fall- 
ing off of 33 millions—12 millions in customs, 
19 millions in internal revenue, and tbe 
balance ot the loss in miscellaneous receipts. 
It is estimated that the decrease in revenue 
ofthe entire year will be about 44 millions. 
The expenditures have however been lessen- 
ed, 80 that in the past eight months the net 
decrease bas been only 26 millions. 

When the calls that have been issued ma 
ture the three per cents will be reduced to 215 
millions, or barely enough to carry us with 
redeemable debt until 1887. After that time 
no portion of the public debt can be called 
in until the four and-a-half per cents mature 
in 1891. On the first day of the present month 
the interest-bearing debt stood at 1237 mil- 
lions, and the redemption of the three per 
cen's will therefore bring the total below 1000 
millions. Lf the redemption of the three per 
cents is spread over the period extending (o 
1891, we should not call in much over 30 mil- 
lions a year. Weare now redeeming nearly 
three times that amount a year. 


LAST YSAR’S F GURES. 

The New York World reviews last year’s 
state elections, to show that the results of 
that year ne: d not discourage the democracy.

In other 
words, they are aiding to pay the expenses of 
the Philadelphia lobbyists who are opposing 
the bill, and various congressmen have been 
given to understand that these large influences 
would take it greatly to heart should the 
measure be adopted. 

This is the situation in Our opinion, 

though it is but justice to say that it is not 

the opinion of those who arevon the ground. 

Meantime the American copyright league, 

representing American authors and journal- 

ists, has issued a circular for the information 

ot the more ignorant northern congressmen. 

The grounds upon which congress is asked to 

support the Dorsheimer measure are thus set 

forth: 

1. Copyright to American authors, being 
established by law, should be defended by 
law, like all other forms of recognized prop- 
erty. But, by the denial of cepyright to for- 
eigners, American literary works are exposed 
toa competition with foreign works that 
have not been paidfor. No other American 
industry is obliged tosuffer from a rivalry 
with stolen goods. 

2. The want of international copyright 
subjects Amercan authors te an extensive 
piracy of their works by foreign publishers, 
authors great loss. 
Under existing circumstances, only 
a smail proportion of Ameri- 
can authors are able to earn a competency by 
the pursuit of authorship alone. The bill, 
by providing for reciprocal rights from foreign 
governments, will secure profit to American 
authors in the foreign markets where they 
are now piundered, and thus doubly stimu- 
late our literature, 

8. Itis forthe good of the country to en- 
courage a national literature which shali in- 
culcate American ideas at home and abroad. 
The constitution ef the Uaited States (art. 
[., sec, VIII, 8,) empowers congress ‘*to pro- 
mote the progress of science, and useful arts 
by securing, fur limited times, to authors and 
inventors the exclusive right to their respec- 
tive writings,” etc. But by its failure to 
render the rights of all authors secure, con- 
gress has practically defeated hitherto the 
intent of the constitution in this respect. 

4. Thendill not being retroactive, all for- 
eign books published before its passage may 
still be issued at the lowest prices. As for 
new foreign bdoks, American publishers, pro- 
tected by the tariff, can outbid the toreign 
pub isher fur our market. Understanding 
the popular demand here for moderate-priced 
books, they will, from self-interest, continue 
to meet that demand. The richest nation in 
the world ought not to plead that it cannot 
afford to pay for literature. 

A number of American copyright works 
havs been issued at 50 cents, and even less, as 
soon as the public demand became wide- 
spread: showing that there is nothing in the 
nature of copyright which need prevent 
books from being cheap. 

5. Thisis not a question of free trade or 
protection. I[t is a question of permit ing our 
citizens who produce books to have an even 
chance for recompense. The book manufac. 
turing interest is already protected by the 
tariff. Ifany condition were attached that 
foreign books must be manufactured here, 
that interest would then receive a double 
protection,—by tariff and by special enact- 
ment,—which noother manufacture receives. 
The American author also, being compelled, 
reciprocally, to manufacture abroad for the 
foreign market, would often be placed ata 
great disad vantage. 

6. To continue a license to pillage foreign 
authors, in the supposed interest of ‘‘cheap 
literature,’’ is virtually to encourage immoral] 
and communistic tendencies, 

7. Broad principles of jastice and of policy 
areinvolved.

On Friday 
morning the girl took Mr. Fou!k’s train to Greeu 
wood, aud itis known here that she went to Augus- 
ta. Ihe father of the girl bad ihe police notified here 
on Saturcay of her flight with the request that 
she be apprehended and detained, aud he aiso re- 
quesied ihe arres: of Foulk. This morning the 
jatter Wes taanen with a warrantissned by Trial 
Justice Farman upon the affidavit of a policeman, 
the cha'gs being adduction. The girl's father ar- 
rived here this m rning, and for some time it was 
thought a shooting scrape wold soon follow.

On the back of 
each woman’s shoulder a series of five or six 
scars, each two inches hongand at regular in- 
tervals, excited my curiostty, and in answer 
to my inpuiry a ‘gin’ (Australese for 
black woman) told me _ they were 
her loyer’s ‘‘kisses.’ Such lacerations 
are made at regular intervals by the lever 
up to the time of marriage. ‘On my breast, 
too,” she said, but that was carefully con- 
cealed by her kangaroo skin, She then 
pointed to a jagged four-inch scar on the 
insile of ber forearm and said proudly, 
‘‘When he make that I am married.’’ This 
curious wedding-ring bad been a deep wound. 
It is not easy to astonish these astonishing 
people, but I managed to do it by asking 
them to point me out the Corresponding scars 
made by the women on the men during these 
yleasantries of courtship and matrimony. 
Yo such scars existed, but I perceived a smile 
exchanged by the women. For they are not 
without humor. Tbe most aged of the 
wo.nen had her face also scarred, which looks 
as if the earlier treatment of her sex had 
been still more severe in time. Perhaps 
these poor ‘gins’ brigbten as they take 
their fl ght into extinction and are accorded 
gentler consideration. 

Two of the men, accompanied by two 
‘gins’ went with a few of our ship’s com- 
pany intoa field toshow us their exercises 
with spear, waddy and boomerang. The per- 
formances were wonderful, With their ten 
foot long, finger-thick switch of a spear they 
struck a shilling on a stick 50 feet away. The 
waddy—a heavy yard-long inch thick stick— 
was also thrown with precision. The hurl 
ing of the boomerang was as beautiful as 
amazing. Thrown at a point near the ground 
20 yards ahead, it gradually rises beyond, 
and curving upward 200 feet, soars back- 
ward and generally falls a hundred yards be- 
hind the thrower. He can, however, bring 
it nearer himself. The boomerang revolves 
swiftly on it® passage through the air and has 
a beautiful appearance. I was never weary 
of watching this marvel of savege skill and 
strength, and they were delighted with my 
admiration, especially so long as it was rep- 
resented in shillings. An amateur photo- 
grapher was with us, and they wrre all glad 
to be photographed, their chief remarking, 
“When I goinio the ground I will still live 
in that picture.’’ 

They all wore garments of kangaroo skin, 
these of the men falling behind and leaving 
them in the front naked, except for the loia 
cloth. The women were thickly wrapped 
from below the shoulder to the knee. Neither 
sex had stout legs, but the feet of the women 
were singularly delicate and shapely. Tne 
group presented a pathetic appearance, and 
it was painful to observe the loathing with 
which the Australian whites generaily re- 
garded them. es

ATLANTA’S HEALTH. 


The City Council! in Seasion to Discuss Cemeterics 
and the  aterworka. 

Yesterday an important meeting of the 
cify council was beid in the mayor's office, 

When the body was called to orderby 
Mayor Goodwin. the following members 
answered to their names: Alderman Mecas- 
lin. Councilmen Gray, McAfee, Cooper, 
Dunning, Day, Haiman, Micklebery, Long 
ley, Manvum. 

Mayor Goodwin said the meeting was called 
for the purpose of considering two subjects 
One the question of the enlargement ot the 
cemetery, but more especialy to hear from 
the board of health in refernce tothe sanitary 
effect upon the city, and the other the ques- 
tion of securing water by means Of the pro- 
posed canal. 

“ln what order will you take them 
asked the muyor. 

Councilman Cooper moved to take thera 
up in the order in which they had come up 
in the council, namely, the cemetery- matter 
first. 

Dr. H. H. Tucker thereupon arose and sta- 
ted that he bad etudied the matter very 
deeply and had been very much exercised on 
the subject of interments. He was finally 
moved to write am articie, which he had in- 
tended to publish, but after it had been writ- 
ten be had decided that for many reasons it 
would be better to circulate it privately, . 

At the request of several prominent physi- 
cians he appeared before the couuciu to read 
the paper. ee 

It was a very comprehensive and valuabie 
statementoftheinjuriousinflnences that a 
cemetery exerts upon the health ofa city 
The arguments of Dr. Tucker were © yuclusive 
and he appeared to leave very iittie room for 
anything further on the subjec!, He urged 
that the cemetery should be closed up and 
a new oneestablished at a distance of five 
miles out of the city. 

Attheconciusion ofthe reading of Dr 
Tucker's paper, Dr. Baird secretary of 
the board of heaith, made a very inter- 
esting statement on the subject. He showed 
the injurious effects of the cemetery 1p pols- 
oning the air and water, 
thus inducing disease. He had 
written to a great number of scientitic 
men all over the world and had near'y a 
hundred and fifty replies, only ten or a dozen 
of them failing to condemn in strong terms 
cemeteries in cities. The almost universal 
verdict was in favor of lecating cemeteries at 
a distance of from one to five miles from ihe 
sity limits. 
ved S. Armstrong, pre sident of the 
board of health, addresse 4 ibe councilon the 
subject under discussion, He re vd m! ny ex- 
tracts from medical opintons, ail going to 
show that a cemetery within tae limits of a 
city could resnit in nothing but positive in-

Up to the boring. of these wells the people 
bad fevers that they regarded as almost as 
dangerons as yellow fever and had chilis the 
year around. Since the people. have 
secured their wells and are using the artesian 
water they haveas good health as the people 
of any section of the country. A remarkable 
fact is that the farmers living a mile out of 
Albany, who use their well water continue to 
suffer from the ills that were upon Albany 
before the wells were dug. Judge Collier 
referred to several gentlemen who had given 
him these facts. The water he said was the 
clearest he ever looked at 
had shown it to be absolutely pure. It 
palatable, 
to St. Augustine, and the. wells 
there. He vrew very enthusiastic and said 
that if Atlanta could get artesian 
water it would ve worth a million dollars to 
thecity. Withoutsome new means of securing 
drinking water the city was not safe—with 
artesian water she would be safe for ail time. 
He said he had been regarded as a close man, 
and he had as good water as anybody, but he 
was willing to pay an additional tax if nec- 
|essary to have the experiment mede. He did 
not have much faith in the canal pruject 
|Supplying drinking water. The staring 
place could not be more than twenty-five 
feet above the ci'y and as the water would 
have to come a hundred miles it would 
necessarily be a sluggish stream and 
a sluggish stream could not supply good 
drinking water.
